Governor Vetoes Increased Old

SPRINGFIELD—(AP)—Gov. Stevenson has vetoed a $14,300,000 


increase in old age pension awards, calling it a "transparently politi- 
cal gesture" by its legislative sponsors. 


In a statement yesterday, he said he took the action because the 


legislature did not provide funds to cover the increase and because the 
Illinois Public Aid commission already adjusts pension grants to meet 
living cost changes. 


The vetoed $14,300,000 was in- 


serted by senate Republicans in 
the regular IP AC appropriation 
bill of more 'than $290,000,000. 


Senator Wallace Thompson, of 


Galesburg, Republican senate ma- 
lority leader, was the chief spon- 
sor of the. amendment giving the 
ncreasc.

The Democratic governor said

millions of dollars in excess of cs- 
imated available funds.

nitions firm of negligence in a death-dealing explosion at South Amboy, 
N. J., in 1950.

gore Manufacturing Co., of New- 
ark, O., in connection with the 
May 19 munitions blast that took 
31 lives and caused $10,000,000 in 
damage. 


If convicted on all counts, the

contained the highest number of 
counts in the history of New Jcr^ 
sey "nnd maybe anywhere."

Raw Materials Shortage Puts 
Duty of Self-Denial on U. S. 


For many months the men who make economic policy 


for the United States have been telling us we could build 
"an adequate defense and still carry on with our civilian boom. 


All we had to do to achieve this desirable state of affairs, 


they said, was to increase production to compensate for the 
output diverted to the military machine. 


The production record of World War II indicated that 


this was not a too optimistic notion. Despite the huge out- 
lay of war goods, the volume of products available to the 
civilian economy actually went up during the war. 


But there was nevertheless one major miscalculation in 


all this hopeful talk. It was this: America is not self-suf- 
ficient in some of the raw materials on which its economy 
must feed. To make up these deficiencies, it has to reach 
out to world sources scattered wildly. • 


This, of course, it has done for a long time. The nation 


has no crude rubber, chrome ore or tin of its own. Man- 
ganese, cobalt, bauxite, tungsten, copper, lead and zinc are 
other essentials it gets from outside, in percentages varying 
from 34 to 93 per cent of total needs. 


The trouble is, the other free nations, especially Britain 


and France, have to bid against us in world markets for 
these same crucial items. Under normal circumstances per- 
haps we could afford to say: "Let them take their chances." 


But the situation is not normal. We have spent around 


$11 billion to help Western Europe revive economically. Now 
we are urging them to shelve a lot of their peacetime hopes 
and join us in a vast rearmament program. 


Obviously the mere necessity of haying to rearm is a 


severe blow to peoples who so short a time back were flat 
on their backs. The British have lived under rationing for 
more than a decade.

With competition for vital 
materials very sharp, many are in desperately short supply. 
Since the competitive winner is usually the highest bidder, 
the U. S. most often gets what it wants while other countries 
are left lacking.

• • 


Raw materials shortages have become a serious threat 


to the European rearmament program. They may even in 
time cancel out some of the hard-won gains of the Marshall 
Plan. 


We are faced with an unpleasant fact: there simply 


aren't enough of some critical resources to go around, to sus- 
tain flourishing civilian economies and bulging rearmament 
programs as well. Thus a choice must soon be made: Which 
is it to be? 
I 
It hardly seems fair that we should insist on building] 


shiny new cars and refrigerators and such in record num- 
bers while our friends abroad, who have known far more 
economic hardship than we, are asked to cut back their 
civilian output to new austerity lows. 


Americans have been avoiding for long months the ques- 


tion of when and how much sacrificing they are prepared to 
do to further the defense of freedom. The western nations 
badly need-a raw materials allocation plan. And when they 
get one, it deserves the full support of the American people.

It was called to my attention re- 
ently that there are about thir- 
y-one million men and women In 
the United States between 45 and 
34 years of age. With the stand- 
ards of health as high as they are 
nbw most of us will reach the 
classical retirement age of sixty- 
fivei Many' will doubtless keep 
right on doing what they were be- 
ore but many will be faced with 
he loss of their customary occu- 
mtions. 


Never before in our history have 


we as a nation looked forward to 
laving so many or such a large 
proportion of elderly people. It 
•aises new problems for us, both 
ndividually and collectively. The 
icalth of the elderly is certainly 
one of these. Just passing the age 
of sixty-five or any other par- 
icular year mark, does not mean 
hat one has seen the last of good 
health and zest for life. Of course 
here are the ailments of later 
years but often these can be taken 
n stride and interfere little with 
what one wants to do. 


Whatever the reason, keeping1 


the mind and body well oc- 
cupied often seems to affect the 
health favorably. It Is common 
experience to know some active 
jerson who stops work suddenly 
las nothing to do and whose 
health deteriorates speedily. We 
all think this would not happen to 
us but it might. Indeed it seems 
also that those who have develop- 
ed active hobbies and keep work- 
ing at them keep their health and 
.nterest longer after giving up 
their main jobs than anyone else. 
Sometimes they actually accomp- 
lish more in some hobby than they 
did in their principle life's work.

What all this leads to is that it 


is better to do a little planning 
(outside of the financial) before 
retirement suddenly strikes. And 
incidentally, though it is import- 
ant enough—an active healthy 
life in the later years will help to 
lessen the burden on younger peo- 
ple who have problems enough 
with making a living, raising chil- 
dren and the state of' the world. 


It is well known that one's mind

"Studious Examination" of British Socialism Got 


Contempt Sentence for Distributor 


(Copyright, 1051. Klof Festive* Syndicate, Inc.) 


WASHINGTON, July 10—Dr. Edward F. Rumely of the Com- 


mittee for Constitutional Government, in New York, has been con- 
victed of contempt of congress and sentenced to six months in prison 
for distributing a book which will be, substantially, the platform of 


— the southern Democrats under Harry Byrd and 


Jimmy Byrnes, who are seceding from Harry S. 
Truman's Democratic party. The book is "The 
Road Ahead," by John T. Flynn, a studious ex- 
amination of the British Socialist government's 
revocation of the freedoms of the British peoplr 
Flynn perceives this program as an immedi^ 
prelude to Communism. 


"Sentence was suspended because of his age, 


and the conviction has been appealed." 


Rumely is a professional propagandist, backed 


by a group of New York citizens. In particular, 


WMtunwii vrtu* 
he was convicted of contempt of congress in refus- 


ing to give information to a fake committee under the chairmanship 
of a cheap bum with a multiple record of indictments for swindling 
by forgery. The chairman was the late Congressman Frank Buch- 
anan, of Pennsylvania, who died last winter after he had been con- 
fronted with three such indictments. The indictments were wasted 
out, but Buchanan paid the costs in each case in order to escape 
prosecution which, as he had the smartness to foresee, probably 
would have resulted in his conviction. 


Prior to his election to congress, Buchanan was the political and 


social consort of the underworld of slot machines and other devices 
of the devil in his bailiwick in Pennsylvania. 
He had an Overbear- 


ing way when he felt that he was in command but he curled up and 
quit when the old indictments were flashed on him in his office in 
the new house office building in Washington, with memoranda show- 
ing that he had not insisted on a trial to clear his name of each 
charge. 
An implication of guilt remained in each case. 


In a manner not yet explained 


because 
Buchanan's 
committee 


was unwilling to go into the sub- 
ject, this investigation of Rume- 
ly's committee was instigated by 
political forces 
in New York 


which smear with "Fascist" and 
other false epithets all who fight 
against the American equivalent 
of the British Pro-Communist La- 
bor party. This American equiv- 
alent is called Americans for 
Democratic Action. Its program 
is a practical paraphrase of the 
program of the Marxian British 
government.

Perfect Hand for Melding Out 


The morning mall brought'mej 


another first play problem; this 
time from Miami. 


"You are the dealer," says my 


Florida friend, "and you turn up 
a'six. Both sides need 120 points 
for the first meld. The first play- 
er draws from" the stock and dis- 
cards a five. Your partner draws 
from the stock'and discards an 
eight. The next player puts down 
two red threes, replaces 
them 


from the stock, then draws again 
from the stock and discards an- 
other eight. 


"You also draw from the stock 


and find the following cards in 
your hand: 
' 


Joker, A-A-A-A, 5-5-5. 4-4-4, 2. 
"What" should you do?" 
The first question in my mind 


is whether to meld or to play on 
without melding. The fact that 
you have fives and fours—low 
pairs—is an indication that you 
have a fairly good play for the 
discard pile. 


Against that is the fact that 


your hand Is very concentrated. 
If you get a small discard pile it 
will probably do you very little 
good. The concentration of your 
hand into only three ranks should 
urge you to play for a fast out. 
This calls for an immediate meld. 


Having decided to meld, the 


next question is: How much? 


It's a cinch that you hav« to 


meld the Joker together with the 
four aces. That gives you the 
count even if you meld nothing 
else. 


However, you should also meld 


something additional. That extra 
meld will tell your partner that 
you want to play for an Immedi- 
ate out. 
JTou would not nuJcc. 


such a play unless your hand wen» 
well suited for the purpose (I 
hope), so your partner will know 
that he must give you all possible 
help at once. 


The extra meld must consist of 


the three fours—not the three 
fives. Don't forget that the first 
discard was a 
five. 'There is 


therefore a slightly better chan.V* 
that your partner has one or more 
fours than that he has one or 
more fives in his hand. 
; 


Your full play, therefore, is to 


meld the joker with the four aces, 
after which you put down the 
three fours. You discard one of 
the fives, saving 5-5-2 in your 
hand. 
' 


You will be able to meld out at 


your next turn if your partner 
can put down two aces, or 015 
ace and a wild card, or two wild 
cards. Even If your partner can 
add only one card to your meld of 
aces you may draw well enough 
to go out yourself. 


There is a fine chance to catch 


the enemy with their two red 
threes before they can make fa 
single meld. That alone will, Ip 
worth 400 points to you. Even -If 
they had no red threes on the ti-

In the wake of major defeats 


yesterday at the hands of farm- 
state members and a Republican- 
Southern Democrat coalition. Rep 
Multer (D-NY) said the house 
would produce "a bill bearing a 
controls title, but that's all." Mul- 
ter is a floor manager for the ad- 
ministrator's controls bill. 


The anti-controls coalition ap- 


peared to be firmly in the saddle, 
with "no compromise" as its slo- 
gan. 


Meanwhile, a ne\v plan for con- 


trol of building—hitting harder at 
schools, h o s p i t a l s and large 
stores—was disclosed and 
the 


Federal Reserve Board chairman, 
William Martin, came out anew 
against relaxing credit restric- 
tions. 


Hope for Pressure 


Democratic house leaders were 


hoping for last-minute 
pressure 


from the public to stem the anti- 
controls tide. But they said pri- 
vately that administration appeals 
to the housewife and wage earner 
thus far had failed to produce re- 
action. 


With Democratic leaders adopt- 


ing a strategy of delay, prospects 
were that the bitter house debate 
would run into next week before( 
reaching the showdown rollcall 
stage. 


"The coalition group seems to 


have enough votes to put any 
kind of amendment into the bill 
it wants to," Multer said. 


No Compromise 


Rep. Cooley (D-NC) said there 


would be "no compromise on the 
principle of price rollbacks." An 
amendment by Cooley would elim- 
inate last month's 10 per cent 
beef rollback and prohibit all fu- 
ture rollbacks on farm products. 


Farm representatives from both 


parties, plus those 
Republicans 


and Southern .Democrats who are 
against controls of any kind yes- 
terday whooped through amend- 
ments over ineffective administra- 
tion opposition. 


Truman forces suffered a major 


defeat when the house, by an un- 
recorded vote of 200 to 112, wrote 
into the controls bill a provision 
by Rep. Hope (R-Kan) to ban all 
livestock slaughtering quotas.

Fourth Largst Corn Crop Is in 
Prospect for Illinois This Year 


SPRINGFIELD—(AP)—A big corn crop of 503,000,000 bushels is 


forecast for Illinois. 


The estimated production, announced yesterday by the state-fed- 


eral agricultural departments, is 83,000,000 bushels above last year 
and 74,000,000 more than the 10-year (1940-49) average. 


If the forecast is realized, the crop will be the fourth largest on 


record for Illinois and also the fourth to top the half million bushel 
mark. 


The indicated yield is 56 bushels 


an acre. 


Growers count on harvesting 9,- 


000,000 acres of corn, up nine per 
cent over last year. 


The d e p a r t m e n t ' e reported 


stands are averaging just under 
three feet and some corn is so tall 
that farmers can't cultivate the 
fields to get rid of weeds. 


The winter wheat crop was esti- 


mated at 37,000,000 bushels, a 
third larger than last year and 29 
per cent greater than the 10-year 
average. The prospective yield is 
21 bushels an acre—one bushel 
higher than 1950. 


The oats crop was forecast at 


155,000,000 bushels, compared with 
166,000,000 a year ago and 144,- 
000.000 for the 10-year average. 


Production of soybeans will not 


be estimated until next month. 
However, the total soybean acre- 
age has been reduced about 11 per 
cent from last year, chiefly because 
of the increase in corn planting. 


The outlook for hay production 


is 4,700,000 tons, two per cent 
larger than the 1950 crop. 


Farm stocks of corn on July 1 


totaled 122,000,000 bushels, or 55,- 
000,000 bushels smaller than a year 
ago.

W A S H I N G T O N — (AP) • 


Weather conditions during the next 
50 days will pretty well determine 
how much more, if any, farmers 
may be able to expand production 
of meat, dairy and poultry pro- 
ducts. 


Supplies of these vital foods are 


governed in large measure by the 
previous year's corn crop. The ag- 
riculture department 
yesterday 


forecast a 1951 corn crop which, 
coupled with reserves on hand, 
would allow slight further expan- 
sion in hog and cattle numbers. 


Indicated at 3,295,000,000 bush- 


els, 
the prospective corn crop 


would be about 165,000,000 more 
than last year's harvest, but about 


80,000,000 less than the govern- 
ment's goal. 
This goal seeks 


further increase in livestock num- 
bers without dipping into reserves 
which officials would like to keener 
for a possible future emergency. 


Favorable 
growing conditions 


during August could well boost the 
corn crop to the goal level. 


The department said crops as a 


whole progressed favorably during 
June to raise the possibility of an 
aggregate production only 1.8 per 
cent short of the record set in 
1948.
